No one can undergo such a lengthy strain without 
leterious effects on the nervous system and the physical frame and it would 
be more than surprising if tempers have not become frayed and health, 
if not visibly impaired, at least threatened under such an ordeal.

A car and a tent or a truck or wagon and tarpaulin available, the 
twin problem of transport and temporary housing are solved. As for the 
question of sustenance this also is not difficult of solution on the prairies 
in the summer time. Some comestibles can be carried along on the trip and 
others can be procured from small town merchants and farm houses at | 
not greater cost than if* they were purchased at home. 

About the only additional expense of such a holiday trip is the cost of 
gasoline and oil, if auto or truck is used, and this can be kept within | 
reasonable limits if the vacationist curbs the temptation to travel long dis- | 
tances and burn up road mileage at great speed. One does not have to go 
far from home to find new and interesting things and the leisurely pace} 
is the one that affords the most beneficial results. 

Such a holiday should yield dividends in improved mental and bodily | 
health and it may be made to give educational returns to all members of 
the participating famiy. The alert vacationist will inevitably pick up) 
some idea on such a tour which he can put to practical use on his return | 
home. Contact with new minds will invariably result in broadening the 
outlook on life and be absorbed and cherished 
later,

Much more might be said about the virtues and values of a holiday. | 
Suffice it to say that the man and his family who take a little time off for 
a change of scene and use the time sensibly will reap dividends that can- 
not be estimated in dollars and cents.

Not A New Term 


Word “Radio” Was Used As Far

radios from a Latin word meaning, 
among other things, a ray, came to 
be used by itself in a curious way.

“our grandchildren’s grandchildren 
will not exhaust,” was expressed 
here by Lord Tweedsmuir, governor- 
general, to the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy. 

Speaking at a dinner closing the 
three-day meeting of the institute, 
Lord Tweedsmuir said mining was 
no longer a gamble except in its 
first stage. It speedily becomes a 
highly organized business and an 
exact science. Up-to-date business 
methods and every new development 
in chemical and mechanical science 
were being used. 

One feature about Canadian min-; 
ing pleased him. “In most mining | 
areas—certainly in South Africa—j 
the prospector, the man who did the | 
pioneering work, did not reap the 
fruits of his labor. That was left to 
the capitalist who came after him, | 
who never stirred from his office 
chair. But here, not only has the} 
prospector often made the big money, | 
but he has stuck to it.” |

Committee Appointed 


To Investigate Administration Of 
Radio Act Of 1932 

Ottawa.—Operations of the Cuana- 
dian Radio Commission and its ad- 
ministration of the Canadian Radio 
Broadcasting Act of 1932 will be in- 
vestigated by a special House of 
Commons commitiee of 23 members. 
Its membership will include 17 Lib- 
erals, 4 Conservatives, and one each 
for the C.C.F. and Social Credit 
groups. 

Announcement of the committee 
personnel, together with an outline 
of its reference was made in a 
lution placed on the order paper of 
the House of Commons by Hon, C. 
D. Howe, minister of marine. 

The committee will “inquire into 
the operations of the Canadian Radio 
Commission and its administration 
of the Canadian Radio Bioadcasting 
Act of 1932 and amendments, and 
the regulations made under author- 
ity thereof; advise what, 
changes shall be effected in the ex- 
isting systems of radio broadcasting;

Grown In Western Canada 


Further stress was laid at the 
National Barley Commitiee’s meet- | 
ing in Toronto recently on the nec-; 
essity of improving the condition of | 
western Canada barley before it) 
could achieve popularity in the east.) 
Tests made on the prairies showed, 
farmers knew little of what varieties | 
they were producing, it was reported. | 

W. E. Blakeman, district seed in-| 
spector for the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture, at Winnipeg, | 
said samples of seeds taken from, 
seed drills of farmers disclosed that, 


more than 50 per cent. of the sam-| 
ples were barley in the rejected 
grades. 


In his report as chairman of the 
sub-committee on marketing, T. G. 
Major, of the department of trade| 
and commerce, said the principal, 
outlets were for malting and feed 
barley, though complaints had arisen 
regarding the presence of wild oats) 
and other weed seeds. 

Prof. R. G. Knox, of the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, said 
if growers in the west wanted aj 
better eastern market for barley, 
they would have to send out a pro-) 
duct free of weed seeds. The great} 
prevalence of weed seeds in western | 
barley was a serious handicap to its 
sale to Ontario hog-raisers as feed. 

Prof. Knox said he was not aware 
of any cereal grain that would give 
quality of finish in a hog, better) 
color of fat and firmness of finish, 
so well as barley. In Denmark, 
Great Britain, South Africa, and 
other hog-raising countries, barley | 
was regarded as the best of all 
grains for hogs. 

An average of 73 per cent. of Can- 
ada's total barley production in the 
last five years was fed to livestock 
on Canadian farms, said a_ report 
submitted by W. R. White, chief of 
the feed division of the Dominion 
department of agriculture’s seed 
branch. Corn, the report said, was 
barley's chief competitor. 

What was required particularly 
for barley, was more educational 
effort concerning its merits as feed 
and better salesmanship in its be-) 
half. The weak content in western 
barley was a scrious handicap to its!

Don’t put off taking these pictures 
any longer for making them is not 
at all difficult; in fact you will en-,| 
| joy it. Here are a few pointers that 
may help you in making your first 
shots. 
| If you take your interior pictures 
{in the daytime the chances are that 
| you will have to take a time ex- 
| posure unless your camera is 
; equipped with a very fast lens, say 
|f.3.5 or faster. If a time exposure is 
| necessary you will have to use a tri-' 
| pod or else place the camera on some 
solid support such as a table. Even 
with an f,3,5, lens you should have 
some substantial support for your 
|camera for you will probably find it 
| necessary to take your shot at 15th 
or 110th of a second, and at speeds 
slower than 125th of a second it is 
extremely difficult to hold the camera 
steady. Any movement of the cam- 
era will cause a blurred picture. 

The secret of success in indoor pic- 
tures lies in controlling the light 
reaching the various parts of the 
room to be pictured. To begin with, 
| never point your camera directly at 
{the window or door through which 
the greatest amount of light is com- 
ing. Keep the light behind or to the 
side of the camera.

He found that as one grows older! 
the ears get larger, the nose becomes | 
longer and broader and the mouth) 
gets wider. That is why you may} 
see an old friend who has been out} 
of your life for years and exclaim: } 
“Well, you know you've changed | 
somehow, but I can’t say just where.” 
In themselves the changes would not | 
be significant but in relationship to} 
other features they may distort the 
entire remembered picture. 

His findings showed that ‘both the 
nasal breadth and length increase 
during adult life with age, but the 
increase in breadth exceeds some-} 
what that in length.” Ears, he said, ! 
showed a greater increase in length} 
than in breadth. The effect of aging | 
is even more noticeable on the) 
mouth than on the nose and ears, he}

Cadmium In Canada } 


First Output Recorded From British 
Columbia In 1928 

Cadmium may be classed as one 
of a few metals, the consumers of 
which, rather than the producers, 
are concerned as to the supply. A 
by-product in the production of zinc 
and in some cases of lead, cadmium 
has been produced’ experimentally 
for close to half a century, but its 
commercial uses were greatly re- 
stricted until a few years ago, when 
new uses were developed and_ its 
former fields greatly extended. In 
1935 the demand was so keen that 
the price rose from 55 cents a pound) 
in January to $1.05 a pound at the 
close of the year. 

The sharp price rise and the rapid 
increase in the use of the metal 
have focussed attention on the pro- 
duction of it in Canada, states a 
communication from the Department 
of Mines. Interest has been height-

duce the metal in Canada, and both) 
companies obtain their output from} 
the treatment of their zinc refinery | 
residues. 

The increase in the demand for} 
cadmium during the past two years| 
is due mainly to its use in plating} 
metal for rust proofing and to the 
rapidly increasing use in the produc-| 
tion of bearing alloys for the motor) 
industry. The use of cadmium cop-} 
per alloy for tramway and railway! 
trolley wires is also increasing, and 
the use of the alloy is being extend-| 
ed for overhead telephone and tele-| 
graph lines; for flexible telephone} 
cords and similar cables, and for the} 
electrodes of electric welding ma-} 
chines. A copper-cadmium _ alloy, | 
containing from 0.8 per cent. to 1.0 
per cent. cadmium is being intro-| 
duced for long span, high voltage, 
transmission lines. The metal also 
finds application in the arts, medi-| 
cine, and in the dyeing industry.

Tall Buildings Would Be _ Useless 
Without Elevator Service 

There is an old saying that ‘you 
never miss the water till the well 
runs dry.’ A large section of the 
population of New York, accustom- 
ed to being whisked up and down 
their apartment, office and _ hotel 
buildings, realized during the recent 
strike how much the elevator means} 
to them. Buildings are growing 
taller, and it is no cheery prospect! 
to walk up ten to twenty flights of | 
stairs probably several times a day. | 

The elevator started its conquest! 
of New York about 80 years ago, | 
when Elisha James Otis stood on a 
wooden platform, had himself hoist- 
ed some 25 feet by a panting steam 
engine and, before an awestruck 
Palace Ex- 
position, slashed the rope from which} 
the elevator was suspended. The 
contraption did not fall; Mr. Otis's 
safety device gave the invention all 
the impetus it needed for widespread 
adoption. 

The first elevators were hydraulic, 
and there are still several thou- 
sands of them in New York, their 
mechanism going as far down into} 
the well as they go into the air. 

New York's longest’ elevator, 
therefore the world’s, is in the Em- 
pire State building, which extends 
896 feet from the basement to the, 


86th floor.

Still Be Mosquitoes 


But Plan To Color Them Might Add 
To Scientific Knowledge 

How far a mosquito can fly and 
retain effectiveness is a question on 
which there is not much dependable 
information. Science knows, in a 
general way, that the salt-water 
variety is stronger on the wing than 


| insects bred inland, but accurate de- 
| tails are extremely incomplete. The 


problem is complicated by the fond- 
ness of the mosquito for stealing 
rides. It is a frequent stowaway on 
steamships, trains, motorcars§ and 
even planes, and thus extends its 
operations indefinitely. It 


the cold of Siberia, having recently 
been found guilty of distributing a 
form of tropical fever in the  per- 
petual cold of the Far North. 

Its problem of supply is simple. 
If no human beings or other ani- 
mals are available, it becomes a 
vegetarian and subsists on the juices 
of plants until better times. Where 
to spend the short insect summer is 
not a difficult question, for the mos- 
quito flourishes equally at the sea- 
shore and at any altitude in the 
mountains up to 13,000 feet. These 
qualities of endurance and resource- 
fulness have not endeared it to man- 
kind, however.
